G.SJt. 161(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub section (1) of section 3 of 

the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation 

with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the All India Services (Joint Cadre) Rules, 1972 namely;— 

(J) These rules may be called the All-India Services (Joint Cadre) Amendment Rules, 
1975, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. (1) In the All India Services (Joint Cadre) Rules, 1972:— 

(i) After sub-rule (2) of rule 6, the following sub-rule shall be added, namely:— 

"3. The rules shown in Schedule in to these rules shall, in respect of a Joint 
Cadre of the Indian Forest Service in relation to which an agrci’mcnt h is 
been arrived at under sub-rule (3) of rule 8 of the Indian Forest Service 

(Recruitment) Rules, 1966, for the purpose of dividing the vacancies to be 

filled by promotion of members of the State Forest Service of any of the 
constituent States serving in connection with the affairs of the constituent 
States be amended in the manner indicated therein";

After Rule 11, the following rule shall bo insoned, namely;_ 

'‘11. A Auihoriiy to exercise certain powers in respeci of members^ of ihe Service 
serving ui connection with the affairs of the :>:aics constituting of Joint 
Cadre ,—The powers of Uie Sta,ie Government unde’- rule 9, in relation 
to the members ot the bervico sorvmg in connection with the aftairs of 
any of tho coniitituout States shall bo exorcised by the Government of 
that State”* 

2* The Indian Torest Service {Appointment by Promotion) Regulations^ 1966* 

(a) After sub-regulation (2) of regulation 5, the following sub-regulation shall be 

iosoried, namely:— 

"(2A> NotwithsUnding anything contained in sub-regulations (1) and (2J, ihe hsi 
retorred to in sub-regulation (1) shall be prepared separately m respect 
of each State Forest service. The number of members pf the State Forest 
Service included in each such part of the list shall not be more than twice 
the number of substantive vacancies anticipated m the course of the 
period of twelve months, commencing from tho date of the preparation 
pf the list, in the posts available for them, under rule 9 of Ihe Recruument 
Rules, or 10 per cent of the senior posts shown against item 1 of the 
Cadre in the Schedule to the Indian Forest Se(rvice (Fixation of Cadre 
Strength) Regulations, 1966 (hereinafter refened to as the Cadre Schedule) 
under tho Government of constituent State concerned and the senior posis 
shown against the item 2 of the Cadre Schedule notionally reckoned 
against mat State, whichever is greater. 

Explanation ,number of senior posts shown against item 2 of .the Cadre 
Scnedule ot the Joint Cadre divided m the proportion of the number of 
posts under the Government of each of tnc constituent States shown 
against Hum 1 of the Cadre Schedule shall be nationally reckoned against 
cach of me Constituent States for the purpose of this sub-regulation'*. 

(b) In regulation 8, the following Explanation shall be added at me end, namely;— 

"Explanuiiom^WhciG a Select List is prepared in the case of Joint Cadre under 
bUD-reguiaiion (2A) ot regulation D, me appomimcnt ox a meiiiuur oi uiu 
State boresL Service whose name appeals m the Seiect List snail be m^uc 
omy to a post under me Government of tno constituent otaic comruhmg 
the State Forest Service to whicn the member belongs ana in making sacu 
appomtment, the constituent State concerned snaii follow the order in 
wmch me names appear m that part of mo Select List. 

Provided that where admimstrativo exigencies so roquue a member of the State 
Forest Service wno is not next in order in mat pan of me Select List 
may, subject to mo provisions oi rule 9 of the Cadre Rules, be appomted 
U> a cauie post it mo Siate Government is salisaed— 

(i) that the vacancy is not hkcly to last for more than three months; or 
(ii) .that there is no suitable Cadre Ofi&cer available for filling the vacancy”* 

(c) After sub-regulation (1) of regulation 9, the following proviso shall be added, 

namely:— 

•‘Provided that the appointment of members of tho State Forest Service sfiall be 

made in accordance with the agreement arrived at under sub-rulo (3) of 

rule 8 of the Recruitment Rules in the order in which the names of the 
members of the State Forest Service occur in the relevant pan of the 
select List for the .time being in force”. 

3* The Indian Forest Service {Regulation of Seniority) Rules, 1968 

(a) At the end of Explanation 4 of the proviso, in clause (c) of sub-rulo (2) of 

rule 3, the following proviso shall be added, namely:—- 

“Provided also that the certificate shall be given by the Government of the 
confliitucnt State and the number of officers in respect of whom the certi¬ 
ficate ii given shall not exceed one half of the maximum pcrmljalblc 
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Strength of the relevant part of the Select List under sub^regulation (2A) 
of regulation 5 of the Indian Forest Service (Appointment by Promotion) 
Regulations, 1966 and for eveiy senior Select List officer appointed to a 
non^cadre post in r^ect of which a certificate is given there should be 
one junior Select List Officer whose name appears in the same part of 
the Select List officiating in a senior post under rule 9 of the Indian 
Forest Service (Cadre) Rules, 1966”, 

(b) At the end of clause (c) of the proviso, in sub-rule (4) of rule 4, the following 
shall ?>e added, namely:— 

*'Or, where their names appear in different parts of the Select List for a Joint 
(Dadre, in the order of their dates of birth’\
